ENGLISH INFLUENCE. 


Alexander Isvolsky, Merchant of Florence Takes Extreme 
‘Osar’s Most Subtle Diplomats, Sent

VIENNA, Dec. 11.—The appoint-. 
ment of the former Russian Ambassador to 
Munich, Alexander Isvolsky, as Ambassador 
to Japan, is not without considerable sig- 
nificance when viewed in the light of the 
late London rumors of disagreements be- 
tween Russia and Japan. Isvolsky is con- 
sidered here as one of the cleverest diplo- 
mats of modern Russia, who heretofore has 
been intrusted with missions of a most deli- 
cate political character. When still a young 
official at court he was sent to Rome to 
bring about better relations between the 
Vatican and St. Petersburg. 
an official agent, he succeeded so well in re- 
moving anti-Russian sentiment existing at 
the Vatican that he was made the permanent 
Russian representative there. 

From Rome Isvolsky went to Belgrade, 
and after a short time to Munich, where he 
wrote an excellent treatise on Germany's 
economic situation, which found much ap- 
proval in Russia.

“SWINBURNE’S TRAGEDY 18 IN A 
« YLE UNSUITED TO HIM. 


His “Rosamund, Queen of the Lom- 
bards Las Aside the Burning and 
Florid Style of Swinbuarne’s Earlier 
Poems, Striving After the Chaste 
Simplicity of the Greek Drama-—lIt 
Tells a Barbaric Story with Force 
but Not with Conviction. 


IKE an aurora borealis, the flashing 
and kaleidoscopic profusion of Charles 
Algernon Swinburne’s earlier poetic 

‘ hapsodies seem to have faded both 

— the public mind and from the 
poet’s style. Swinburne’s new poem is as 
severely simple as any Greek drama. It is 

a tragedy in blank verse, entitled Rosa- 
mund, Queen of the Lombards” (Dodd- 

Mead), and is as opposite to his earlier work 

as it well could be. 

The play contains many touches of beau-, 
ty, though the poet has denied himself all 
turnings aside for beauty’s sake. He has 
sought the relentless dramatic sequence and 
action of the classic Greek plays, and the 
five acts are short and terse—too terse. In 
spite of the force of this lurid scene from 
barbaric history, it is evident that Mr. 
Swinburne’s abstinence from his natural 
profusion and diffuseness is not a complete 
success. He seems constantly in need of 
elbow-room. The rude Teutonic figures of 
the northern invasion of Italy lack the clear 
Outlines that they should have. The five 
characters in the play fail to leave a definite 
on the mind. 
he episode here dramatized is that briefly 
8 by Gibbon—the grim tale of how 
Alboin, the savage King of the Lombards, 
‘oompelled his wife, Rosamund, to drink from 
a cup made of her father’s skull; and how

„ husband. Mr. Swinburne has called his 
hero Albovine, and has made him talk like | 
u saint and act like a barbarian. Of Rosa- 
mund he has made at once a model of purity 
and a monster of revengeful impurity. 
Neither character touches one’ s human sym- 
, pathies, 

The motive_of Albovine in compelling 

Rosamund to nk from the grewsome cup 

is inadequate. Hie does it deliberately—to 

see whether she has forgiven him for kill- 
ing her father! The same false note is 
found in most of the other crucia! acts of the 
tragedy. Rosamund conceals her hatred so 
completely that even the reader cannot tell 

Whether she plotted death to her father’s 

Siayer befere the cup episode or not. But 

after the brutal * scene she solilo- 

quizes:

He says, most wisely, Be not too sweet for 
woman,” but raises the cup to drink and 
is stabbed by Almachildes, leaving the fatal 
Graft for the Queen to take by her own hand 
and die. The whole plot in the end seems 
_as futile as improbable. 

Mr. Swinburne has sought the relentless 
action of the Greek drama, but he has failed | 
for lack of that logical inevitableness of fate 
which drives the best Greens dramas to a 
bloody climax.

EVILS OF WORTHY SCHOOL F 


uns. LUCY FLOWER TELLS OF THE 
CONDITIONS THERE. 

Explains Why Boys Sent to the Insti- 
tution Are Not Reformed—They Are 
Employed Only Five Hours a Day, 
Laie All the Rest of*the Time—De- 
clares None Except the Depraved 
Criminal Should Be ee With- 
in Its Walls, | 


Mrs, Lucy Flower, in unn life at the 
John Worthy School and the reason why 
the boys sent there are not reformed, said 
yesterday: 

“I am constantly asked what is the mat- 
ter with the school, and why objection is 
made to sending boys there when it is pos- 


sible to avoid it. 


“The John Worthy School was not built 
kor a reformatory and is not a reformatory. 
It is a public school in connection with 
the boys’ dormitory at the bridewell, and 
the boys sent there go to a prison. 

“The Board of Education carries on the 
school for five hours in the day—the rest of 
the time the boys have absolutely no occu- 
pation and no real recreation. At the pres- 
ent time 225 boys are the They range 
from the worst type of tHe depravéd and 
,criminal boy down to the small offender, 


“Thanks to the present warden they are | 


not locked now in cells like wild beasts, as 
they were once, but the old chapel, the small 
dormitories, and one corridor of the cell- 
house are filled so closely with cots that 
there is barely space to stand between each 
bed. The yard is too low and wet for exer- 
at Ail in it and they have no outdoor life 
a 


of the Time. 

“The twenty-four hours are divided into 
five hours in school, nine hours in bed, 
probably an hour for meals, and nine hours 
of absolute idleness, when they are herded 


| together under the care of two guards with 


long sticks, to rap them over the head if 
they make too much noise or get to quar- 
reling. They have books, but these boys are 
not a reading class; hardly half can read 
understandingly in English. Of course idle 
hours are spent by the boys by initiating 


each other into evil and vice, and many 


learn evil things of which they have never 
thought before. 

No boy can be reformed by any such 
treatment. I am not finding fault with the 
superinetendent, for he is doing the best he 
can under the circumstances. A boy sent 
there because he is not inclined to work or 
Study is not any more inclined to do so 
after spending hours every day in absolute 
idleness. In a real reformatory boys are 
in classes, small in number, under trained 
teachers, and every hour of the day is fully 
occupied with work, drill, or play, under 
careful supervision. Habits are formed, 
moral instructions given, and the boys’ 
thoughts and ambitions turned into better 
directions. The boys at the bridewell have 
no school on Saturday, so ther all the time, 
except two hours given to drill, is unoceu- 
pled, and the same condition obtains on 
Sunday. 


Cannot Reform Beye There. 

“TI do not believe any boy can be made 
better by being sent to the John Worthy 
School under present conditions and I would 
never send any but a pronounced criminal 
out there. No matter how slight the offense 
for which a child is sent to the John Worthy 


School, it is almost impossible to induce } 
employers to give him occupation when | 


he comes out, and so, too, many are really 
forced into a criminal life. Only last week 
a boy was dismissed from a store at which 
he had obtained employment simply be- 
cause it was learned he once had been at 
the John Worthy School.” | 


GIFFIN is M CHARGE AGAIN.

William Giffin was put in charge of the 
Chicago Normal School again yesterday 
afternoon by the Normal School committee 
of the Board of Education.

intention of carrying the matter outside the 
authority of the exchange itself. 

Formal announcement was made on the 
Btock Exchange yesterday of the expulsion 
of C. A. Whyland from membership for 
“acts detrimental to the interests of the 
exchange.”’

The Bucket Shop committee of the Board

somewhat mysterious character in the aft- 
ernoon.

The summary action of the Chicago Stock
